ATofe— ITie cct of the mieioa of the mlootion in some of tho counties «. sivon in this 
Sohednle apponm to boor a hijrhor proportion than in other countiee ; this arose from tho circum- 
stonoo that the first revision wo. either oomplotod or in . forward state, nndor tl.o provision, of 
16 & 1C Vict. cap. 03, when the Valuation Ainendraont Act, 17 Viet. oap. 8, was passed, under 
which various descriptions of property which had previously been exempt were rendered liable to 
Grand Jury rates, hence it became necessary to cancel tho County Valuation Lists previously 
made out _at considerable cost, and prepare new ones for the Treasurers of the counties so oircum- 
stanoed j in addition to which a large amount of property, such as buildings, railways, tolls, gas 
and waterworks, had to he valued for the first time, subject to appouls and tlio coat consequent 
thereon. New revised maps were also required for all tho towns and olosoly inhabited districts, 
bnt from the perfect state of tho present valuation books and maps it is probable that tho coat of the 
annual revisions will m future be loss considerable. It is to be observed that tho cost of the annual 
revisions generally, under the present Aot, is much increased by the necessity of preparing a double 
set of co^ected Schedules arranged in separate tenomenfs, both for tho sevoral Poor Law Unions 
and tbc County Tro.W. Offioo, and in .onto oases Oo.mly Grand Jury r«,„iro llrnl two 
copies of the several Schedules should bo suppliod to the County Treasurer.
